To  the  Auditors  of  the  town  of  Weathersfield : 

Complying  with  the  present  school  law,  the  Board  of  School 
Directors  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  of  expenditures 
for  the  year  preceding,  together  with  the  statement  of  the 
amount  of  school  money  on  hand  and  the  estimated  amount 
needed  for  the  coming  year. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  itemized  statement  herewith  sub- 
mitted, the  total  expenditure  for  the  year  preceding  February 
1,  1916,  is  $6,541.17.

;ind  extensive  repairs  on  the  Marsh  schoolhouse  if  the  school 
at  this  place  is  to  be  continued.  Several  of  the  houses  also  need 
modern  adjustable  seats  and  desks. 

Your  '  Directors  recommend  in  the  interest  of  economy  the 
closing  of  the  school  in  the  old  No.  11  District.  It  would  have 
cost  the  town  two  hundred  dollars  less  the  present  year  to  have 
transported  these  scholars  to  Amsden  where  there  is  ample  room 
for  them  all. 

We  recommend  also  the  transporting  of  the  pupils  in  the 
Marsh  school  to  Ascutneyville,  not  in  the  interest  of  economy 
but  in  the  interest  of  more  efficient  schools. 

Your  Directors  recommend,  an  appropriation  of  75%  of 
Grand  List  Jor  support  of  schools  for  the  school  year  1916-17.

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  Memorial  Bay,  and  if  so,  how  much. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  wjll  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  support  of  the  Proctor  Library,  and  if  so,  how  much. 

Art.  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  sum  of  money  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  provisions  of  See.  4009  P.  S.,  and  if  so,  how  much. 

Art.  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  a  sum  of  money  for  resurfacing 
highways,  and  if  so,  how  much. 

Art.  12.  To  see  what  tax  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  current  ex- 
penses of  said  town  for  the  year  ensuing,  and  to  pay  the  indebtedness  of 
said  town. 

Art.  13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  all  taxes  paid  into  the 
treasury,  as  provided  by  law. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  gifts,  grants  or  be- 
quests of  money,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  care  and  im- 
provement of  cemeteries  or  private  lots  therein. 

Art.  15.  To  transact  any  other  business  necessary  and  proper  when
